J state are now available to the pub­ 
lic ut cost, according to Julian Mont-1 
j gouiery, state highway engineer. These 
j maps show* all county roads, as well as 
) state 
highways, in addition to rail- 
: roads, cities aud towns, stream s and 
J lakes, m ajor parks and state and na- 
I lienal 
reservations. 
They also show 
j all dwellings, 
oil 
and 
gas 
wells, 
■churches, 
schools, and 
other struc- 


j tares 
visible 
from 
state or county 
roads. 
The maps 
are 
constructed 
on 
it 
huge scale and are easily read. Their 
value to state and federal agencies 
has been proved, and they should ne 
useful to the public in general, Mr.. 
Montgomery 
believes. 
Most 
of 
the 
maps are on a scale of < ne inch to j 
the mile, hut for afexv of the larger 
and less developed counties a scale I 
one-half inch to the mile has been 
ii. 'I he maps an* printed on slants 
uniform size, 36 by 50 inches. Most 
counties require only one sheet 
but 
a few counties cover two sheets. Sup­ 
plem entary sheets are used to show 
in detail th e highly developed areas 
around large centers of population. 
I hese mails were prepared by the 
highway 
departm ent, 
co-operating 
with the United States B ureau of Pub­ 
lic Roads as a part of a federal it id 
project known as the sta te highway 
departm ent's

' vey,” an d includes a survey of all the 
public roads of the state, including 
county roads as well as state high­ 
w a y ! H ighw ay departm ent field men 
traversed every mile of road in the
